Western Manitoba and Southern 
Saskatchewan is shown by the uncov¬ 
ering of extensive beds of lignite coal. 
Deposits exist also throughout Alber¬ 
ta. The best proof of the fire theory 
is found in the fact that in many sec¬ 
tions of the bare prairie area the line 
of natural bush is rapidly encroaching 
so that during the past thirty years 
the eastern line of forest has extend¬ 
ed to about 10 miles from Regina or 
about 200 miles beyond where it was 
when the first settlers arrived in that 
district. The advancement of the tree 
line can be accounted for by the prac¬ 
tical abolition of prairie fires which 
formerlyy ran unchecked and destroy¬ 
ed every vestige of forest growth 
that dared show itself above the grass. 
1'he history of the prairie province 
forests clearly proves that treeless¬ 
ness has been due very largely to the 
human destruction and not to any 
providential plan that made tree 
growing impossible. .

AREA FIT ONLY FOR TIMBER 
PRODUCTION 


Stockholm’s aristocracy, 


Excluding the worthless tundras of 
the .far north, eight acres out of ten 
of Canada’s habitable area are de¬ 
signed as permanent forest growing 
land. Canada’s total area of over 
three million square miles is so enor¬ 
mous, however, as to provide abun¬ 
dance of fertile farm land for millions 
of new population. Thgre is a wide¬ 
ly prevalent belief,-inherited from our 
Canadian great-grandfathers, who fac-' 
ed totallly different conditions, that 
the destruction of forest areas almost 
invariably mean that farms will fol¬ 
low. This proved true a century ago 
when the fine agricultural soils of 
Southern Ontario and Quebec were 
tree covered. Canada has now reach-, 
ed the stage when only a trifling per¬ 
centage of the land aiea now covered 
with timber growth is of any agricul¬ 
tural value. The whole aim of the 
forest conservation movement, now 
gaining such headway, is to retain the 
non-agricultural sections of the coun¬ 
try as a timber producing estate. To 
do this effectively the annual plague 
of forest fires must be fought and 
over for it is not generally known that 
forest fires have destroyed ten trees 
to one that had fallen by the- axe of 
the lumberman.

the Stavely district, Presbytery au¬ 
thorized a committee, consisting of 
Dr. Ferguson and Rev. A. J. Mitchell 
to enter into negotiation with a like 
committee from the Methodist Church 
re co-operation at Stavely, at the same 
time recommending that in event of 
the committees' agreeing that the 
congregations should co-operate, the 
united church should be placed under 
the supervision or one or other of the 
negotiating bodies. 

Dr. Ferguson reviewed the work of 
Mr. Mathews on the Foot Hill field 
covering a period of two years.

EXPRESS RATE INCREASE 

The citizens and business .men of 
the entire community are exasperated 
at the ruling recently issued that eh- 
abled the Dominion- Express Company 
to increase their express rate’s on first 
class matter thirty-five per cent, and 
on second class matter twenty-five 
per cent. Commodities such as cream, 
bread, fish, etc., was also increased 
twenty per cent. The new rates went 
into effect immediately after the in¬ 
terprovincial traffic in liquor was cut 
off, and meanwhile expressmen fam¬ 
iliarized themselves with the new rate 
while the man who was obliged to pay 
the increase was so indignant that the 
atmosphere was blue with expletives, 
when he learned of the -increase. In 
order to show'how it will effect the 
people generally we may say that on 
a parcel weighing 100 pounds shipped 
from High River to Calgary, the new 
rate is $1.50, the old rate being . 55 
cents. This same rate applies from 
here to Macleod. A 3 pound parcel 
from here to Calgary or Macleod 
formerly cost 30 cents now it is 40 
cents, and a 9 pound parcel 46 cents. 
If you want to send a 100 pound par¬ 
cel to Blackie, Brant, Vulcan, Cayley, 
Nanton pr Aldersyde, the rate is now 
$1.15, whqyeas the old rate was 56 
cents. A 4 pound up to 13 pound par¬ 
cel to any of the above places from 
here will cost 46 cents. These in¬ 
creases at the end of the year will 
make a total of many thousands of 
dollars in the aggregate, all of which 
the people must pay to the Dominion 
Express Company,

PERFORMANCE OF DAIRY 
CATTLE 


A Holstein cow recently eclipsed 
all Canadian records for yield of milk 
and percentage of butter fat, accord¬ 
ing to Report.No. 12 issued by the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. 
This report gives the records of per¬ 
formance of all pure bred dairy cat¬ 
tle from April 1, 1919, to March 31, 
1920. Also the standards of every 
breed, and a list of bulls qualified foT 
registration. The names of the cows 
are given, and also those of tlje sire 
and dam, the owner, the breeder, age 
at test, date of calving, production re¬ 
quired, total production, percentage 
of fat, the number of days milked, 
and, in the majority of cases the num¬ 
ber of times milked per day. The 
last mentioned matter having lately 
been the subject of experiment at the 
Ontario Agricultural College, Guelph, 
and Macdonald College, Que., it is in¬ 
teresting to note that many of the 
Ayrshires were milked three times a 
day and some of the Holsteins four 
times. Of course Ayrshires the great¬ 
est yield for the year is credited to
